The repert 
charged those who favor 
amalgamation aim at the destruo- 
tion of organized union labor. 

Dunne was the author of one 
of the amalgamation resolutions. 

Delegate James A. Duncan of 
Seattle said that the Seattle Cen- 
tral Labor Council had been a plo- 
neer in for amailgama- 
tion. He said, however, that his 
organization was not endéavoring 


tion of Labor. He said he was 
in accord with the report uf the 
resolutions committee outlining the 
federation’s attitude on amalga 
mation. 

The executive council's report 
denouncing “usurpation of govern- 
ment” by the Ku Klux Klan was 
unanimously approved in a reso- 
lution adopted late today.

Many taxpayers have divided the 
community income, the husband 
and wife each returning one-half. 


Rudkin held that the wife had a 
vested interest in one-half of the 
communit property during the 
lifetime of the husband, and on the 
government's appeal, the Unitea 
States Cireuit Court affirmed that 
decision. The government then 
petitioned the United States Su- 
preme Court for a rehearing which 
was denied, and thereafter the 
Soliecittor-General moved for a 
reconsideration of the order 
denying the writ of error. 


RULING UNCHANGED 

- Meanfime the Treasury Depart- 
ment, while not refusing to ac- 
cept divided community returns by 
California Ytaxpayera, denied the 
right to compute income taxes ori 
that basis, and required the pay- 
ment of the tax computed on the 
individual basis, notwithstanding 
the decisions by the United States 
District and Cireult Courts. It con- 
tended that the California Supreme 
Court had never interpreted the 
1917 amendment to the Inherit- 
ance Tax Act upon which the War- 
dell-Blum case was based.

RULING Is ASKED 

Shortiy after the foregoing 
amendments became effective, and 
immediately subsequent to the de- 
cision by the Supreme Court of 
California in the case of Roberts 
va, Wehmeyer, Messers. Moore and 
Farraher asked the Treasury De- 
artment what construction would 
Placed upon the amendments 
with reference to the right ot the 
husband and wife to divide the 
community income for the purpose 
of ascertaining the income tex; and 
also inquired whether the decision 
of the California Supreme Court 
in the Roberts vs. Wehmeyer case 
would be held determinative of the 
right of husband and wife to di- 
vide the community income and 
make separate returns, subsequent 
to the 1917 amendment to the Civil 
Code and prior to the enactment of 
the amendments by the last Leg- 
islature. 


COMMISSIONER'S REPLY 

Under date of October 2 the of- 
fice of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington wrote to 
the local attorneys in part as fol- 
lows:

To avoid war and goveraments 
must avoid giving offense.

In a recent dispatch to a Philadelphia 
newspaper its London eorrespondent 
averred that rumblings of a new war are 
to be heard in Europe, one in which our 
own country will be a contributing factor. 
He referred to an international oil war. 

According to this correspondent, the un- 
paralleled production of petroleum in South- 
ern California has thrown the fuel market 
of the world off its balance; and he points 
the moral that when industry is dislodged 
a war generally breaks out before it is re- 
established. 

Certainly it was not with the intent of 
disturbing international relations that we 
began developing the resources of the im- 
mensely rich oi) field at the gates of Los 
Angeles. We are simply making use of the 
natural wealth that the good God stored 
away for us when the Pacific Coast was In 
the making.

It seems almost beyond the comprehen- 
sion that one who has traveled 40,000 miles 
in the United States should come by any 
the people of this country, or any section 
of it, will tamely submit to the dictation of 
an international board concerning some- 
thing that is their individual concern. But 
many weird ideas are afloat in the world; 
and there is no accounting for what — 
will do next. 

It should be of interest to us of Southern 
California, however, to know t observers 
in London have reached the sion that 
we hold the key to world peace. It gives 
to our section an importance in the affairs 
of the world that we never suspected. Al- 
most without our knowing, we have become 
a center of the world’s activities. If it be 
true that oil and power are synon¢mous, 
then we possess a power before which oth- 
er governments and peoples tremble.

T. G., South Pasadena, who 
has recently moved to Southern 
California, hag on the grounds of 
her new home a number of cactus 
piants that are producing some 
very fine prickly pears and she 
would like to know how to use 
them in jellies and preserves, 

To make jelly from the prickly 
pears rub off ali the spines and 
down with a heavy cvarse cloth. 
Weigh the frnit and cut in halves; 
place the fruit in a preserving ket- 
tle and for every pound add two 
cups or one pint of water; bring 
to a boil and cook until the fruit 
is olmost a pulp. Place in a jelly 
bag and drain out all of the juice. 
Measure the juice into a clean ket- 
tle and for every pint add the 
strained juice of oe lemon and 
one pound of sugar; simmer gently, 
removing any scum, until the syrup 
Will jell when a little is dropped on 
a cold plate. Place in glasses, 
cover, and store in @ cool, dry 
place. 


PRESERVED PRICKLY PEARS 

Remove the spines and down 
from six pounds of prickly pears; 
peel and cut in halves and place 
in a kettle with thiee pounds of 
sugar and six pints of water; bring 
to a boil and simmer very slowly 
un i! the fruit is hal? cooked. Turn 
all into an earthen or enamel 
bowl, cover and let stand two ‘davs. 
Drain off the syrup into a preserv- 
ing kettle and to every pint of 
syrup add one tablespoon of 
strained lemon ‘juice and four 
slices of lemon; add three pounds 
of sugar bring to a boil and boil 
slowly for fifteen minutes; skim 


simmer slowly until the fruit is ten- 
der. Skim out the fruit, pack in 
hot jars and strain over the syrup, 
Beal tight and store in a cool, dark 
place.

Made Available 
to Nearby.

The City Council yesterday or- 
dered the City Attorney to alter 
the sewer contract with the city of 
Glendale so that Los Angeles 
could, if necessary, lay sewer 
through Glendale territory to any 
territory “which is now or may be 
included within the city Umits of 
Los Angeles.” Representatives of 
Glendale were present and made 
it known that no objection Would 
be raised ‘to this amendment.

to use this city’s $12,000,000 outfall 
disposal system.

So many questions of this kind 
come in that I am going to risk 
repeating what may have been said 
in this column many times. 

The most recent advice concern-

This plan is much more conven- 
lent than the former suggestions 
that we cut out sugars, starches 
and fats, because it does not in- 
| terfere with the preparation of 
meals for others who are net diet- 

ing. However, in reducing the por- 
| tions of all foods it is wise to par- 
ticularly watch these fattening 
foods,

de: For breakfast. an apple or

Your friend ie right. Cocoa and 
chocolate come from the same 
source, the cacao bean, but in the 
|preparation for market a large 
amount of fat is removed from the 

product we call cocoa. This fat is 

left in the chocolate, which means 
that chocolate is a richer and more 
concentrated food. The large 
amount ot fat in the chocolate 
makes it more difficult to digest, 
| hence it is not so good for children 
or for anyone with weak digestion. 
Cocoa is not #0 rich and can 
therefore be used in many cases 
where chocolate cannot. 

My husband prefers green tea, 
while I am very fond of black. 
Will you please tell me if there is 
any difference in food value be- 
tween the two?—Mrs. B. A. 

There is a slight difference in 
| the composition of green and black 

tea, due to the method of prepara- 

tion. Black tea is allowed to fer- 
ment or sweat, while. green tea 16 
simply steamed and dfied. The fer- 
| mentation of the black tea changes 
1 color and flavor and also re- 
‘duces the amount of tannic acid 
present. For this reason it might 
| be preferred to green tea, but since 
ithe difference is 80 t it is 
searely worth noticing.

POINTS ON MEAT ECONOMY 


Bone Waste, Amount of Fat and Fuel Used in Cook- 
ing Must be Considered in Determining Price 


to be high. 


may at times be a real economy. 

The term “cheap cut” has been 
frequently misused and is rather 
misleading. It refers in general to 
cuts selling for a lower price per 
pound. However, in order to de- 


termine whether one cut is cheap- 
er than another, the question of 
the relative amount of waste must 
be considered. 


LARGE BONE WASTE 
For example, there ts a great 
deal of difference between the 


jj amount of bone on a club steak 


and on a sirloin, or in a shoulder 
stew and a shank stew. Chuck 
ribs of beef are usually considered 
a nan ot because the price per 
| much less than that of 
| porterhouse, and yet when we con- 
sider that one-half of the chuck 
‘ribs and only one-eighth of the 
-porterhouse is bone, the latter 
would actually be very litth more 
expensive. 

There is always a loss in cock 
ing meat due to the evaporation of 
water and the melting of fat, but 
the largest amount of loss is in the 
part not eaten. If the fat is not 
eaten it must be considered as a 
loss because even if it is used for 
rn. it has been purchased at 
the 
whic 


There has been a great deal of attention given to ) the excess use of 
meat and the methods of cooking meat, and yet the meat bills continue 
Perhaps one reason for this is that the general rules for 
economy do not always apply in specific cases, It sometimes happens 
that a so-called cheap cut is quite expensive; likewise an expensive cut 


rice of that particular cut 
is rather expensive for fat. her locality. 


The longer time required to cook 
the stew meats must also be con- 
sidered if it means an extra gas 
burner going for hours to cook 
that one thing. This objection is 
overcome when fireless or pressure 
cookers are used, 


ADVANTAGE OF 8TEW 

On the other hand, a stew ifs a 
big advantage if it is desirable to 
eut down the amount of meat 
used. A tasty stew with many 
vewetables and perhaps dumplings, 
makes a large dish with the meat 
flavor and yet each person actual- 
ly receives only a «mall piece of 
meat. 

Another mistake ts te think that 
people with limited incomes should 
never buy steak or cho or ham. 
If the mother of the family is a 
factory worker and is at the same 
time keeping her family together 
by preparing the meals at home, it 
would be the seneible thing for 
her to cook a steak or a siice of 
ham when she has neither time 
nor energy to prepare a stuffed 
heart or a veal stew... 

This is another food blem 
which must be settled each 
housewlfe according to her own 
eireumstaneces. However, she can- 
not settle it satisfactorily unless 
she makes a study of the different 
cuts of meat and the prices in

Court Orders Los Angeles Physician to Increase His 
Payments to Count’s Grand-daughter 


Mrs. Ely had brought action 
through her attorney, Lecompte 
Davis, to raise a former court 


order of $50 a month, issued in 
1921, on which Dr. Dunton is said 
to have been in arrears. 

Frank McDonald, a former le- 
gal advisor of Mra. Ely, took the 
stand and recounted the sale by 
Dr. Dunton of a tract of land in 
Orange county belonging to Mrs.

He also told of a deed for 
320 acres of the land which the 
doctor had given to his former 
wife, and of a deed in trust for 
the remainder, given to Mrs. Ely 
for the support of the children. 
An attempt of Dr. Dunton to 
dispose of the land was stopped 
by an injunction obtained 
through McDonald's efforts in a 
Yuma court. 


After an arduous court battle before Judge Summerfield yesterday, 
Mrs. Maria Ely, grand-daughter of Count De Arnes of Spain, emerged 
victorious with a court order to her former husband, Dr. W. A. Dun- 
ton, prominent Los Angeles physician, to pay $100 monthly for the 
support of his two children, Andrew and Consuelo, during the regular 
scheol period, and $75 a month during the vacation period. 


The dispute in the main cen- 
tered over the value of this land, 
which Dunton maintained was 
worth $100 an acre, but he ad- 
mitted that the tract would not 
be income-producing until after 
costly expenditures in developing 
water. 

Consuelo Dunton, pretty 16-year- 
old daughter of Mrs. Ely, testi- 
fied that her father had endeav- 
ored to entice them away from 
their mother.
